ELCOME to the spring Banknote 
auction at Noonans. DNW are now 
officially Noonans of Mayfair and while 


this is primarily a cosmetic change, and we hope 
you enjoy the new style as much as we do. 


The other exciting news this time is that we have 
a new department member. Barnaby Faull has 
joined the Noonans banknote department team as 
a Senior Specialist. Thomasina and | worked with 
Barnaby for many years and we are delighted to 
do so once again. His incredible knowledge and 
remarkable capacity for cataloguing will be a great 
asset as our auctions continue to grow. 


There are so many highlights in this sale that it has 
been very difficult to decide which to mention here. 
The Irish section is of course full of superb notes. 
The most impressive is probably the National 

Bank of Ireland £3 note of 1913 (lot 334). This 
unusual denomination is rarely seen in any form 
and this note is also in spectacular grade. The Bank 
of Ireland £1 of 1840 (lot 184) is another note in 
simply wonderful condition. For an Irish note to 
have survived almost 200 years with paper this 
fresh and clean is nothing short of remarkable. 
Finally, the Irish Free State £50 of 1928 (lot 394) is 
the finest example any of us have ever seen. The 
£50 is actually harder to find than the £100 of the 
same date, let alone with paper as original and fresh 
as this one. 


The World Banknotes section begins with the first 
of many parts of The Laurence Pope Collection of 
Portuguese Colonial Banknotes. This is a collection 
close to my heart, as | have worked with Laurence 
for many years on our recently published reference 


work on the same subject, with many of the 
beautiful notes in this auction being the same ones 
pictured in the book. 


While there are many lovely world notes in the 
auction, it is a small selection of Asian items which 
| want to mention today. Firstly, we have a superb 
Russo-Chinese Bank $5 of 1903 (lot 732). This 
beautiful note, printed by the little-known Nissen 
and Arnold, is incredibly rare as well as appearing 
here in the most wonderful grade. Secondly, there 
is a French Indochina 100 Piastres of 1899 (lot 
753). While a few of these have appeared on the 
market before, all of them were either specimens 
or cancelled examples. This is the only fully issued 
note we have been able to trace. Considering 

the climate in which it was issued, and the vast 
denomination, this may be a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for collectors of the region. 


Finally, as many of you will be aware, 2022 is the 
Platinum Jubilee of Her Majesty The Queen. The 
Queen has appeared on the banknotes of more 
countries and for a longer time period than any 
other person, and we wanted to mark the occasion 
of her 70th year on the throne. As a result, you 
won't find any notes featuring her portrait in this 
catalogue — all of them instead appearing in our 
special Platinum Jubilee Banknote Auction on 31 May. 


We hope to see some of you over the course of 
the three days of auctions, but regardless we wish 


you the very best of luck with your bids.

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THE DAVID KIRCH 
COLLECTION OF SKIT NOTES 


PART TWO 


Skit notes have been appearing in auctions and dealers lists for decades, with few people entirely sure 
how to list or categorise them. These documents, for it is technically incorrect to call them banknotes, 
are remarkable pieces of social history. They give us snapshots into the cares, fears, livelihoods, humour 
and pastimes of those who lived and worked in the British Isles for the last several hundred years 


Researching skit notes would have been difficult, if not impossible in the days before the internet. 
Astonishing connections can now be made between the individuals and addresses named on the notes 
using all sorts of sources such as newspaper articles, court records, maps and ancestry websites. 
This means that at last, it is possible to tell the hidden stories of these remarkable pieces of paper. 


This is the second part of the astonishing collection put together by Sir David Kirch. 
| am sure you will enjoy reading about the notes as much as | have enjoyed researching them, 
and that they find good homes in your own collections. 


THE NON EXISTENT BANK, a spoof payment order printed on green paper, Edinburgh, 18- (c.1820s-30s), with the names 
of Willm & Alexr K. Johnston listed at centre, laid on paper, overall good very fine and rare, an amusing piece that may be 
either a joke or an advertising note

W. & A.K. Johnston were a famous cartographica! engraving and printing company, started by the brothers in 1826. The 
company was among the first to produce fully researched and accurate maps of much of the world, and many of their works 
were used as standard texts well into the 20th century. William Johnston became Sir William Johnston, Lord Provost of 
Edinburgh 1848-51.

Isaac Hare, born 1750, was a draper by trade, and did indeed live in Tamworth. The signature on his marriage certificate 

to Mary Spear in 1784 matches the one on this note. He lived to a ripe old age, dying in 1827 having been described 
locally as "a gentleman”. The purpose of the note is probably to advertise his business as it mentions "Mercer, Draper, Buyer, 
Seller’, and promises to pay “at the sign of the Puss”, presumably referring to a pub sign or similar local landmark.

in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such 
steps as are necessary to collect monies due by the 
buyer to the seller and if necessary to rescind the 
sale and refund money to the buyer if appropriate. 


20 If, notwithstanding that, the buyer fails to pay 
to Noonans the ‘total amount due’ within three 
weeks after the auction and Noonans remits the 
‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the 
lot shall pass to Noonans. 


21 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, 
Noonans reserve the right to charge a fee of 
15 per cent of Noonans’ then latest middle 
estimate of the auction price of the property 
withdrawn, together with Value Added Tax 
thereon if the seller is resident in the UK, and

28 Noonans shall have the right, at its discretion, 
to refuse admission to its premises or attendance 
at its auctions by any person. 


29 Noonans has absolute discretion without giving 
any reason to refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to 
combine any two or more lots, to withdraw any 
lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put 
up any lot for auction again. 


30 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall 
extend to all actions, proceedings costs, expenses, 
claims and demands whatever incurred or suffered 
by the person entitled to the benefit of the 
indemnity. 

(b) Noonans declares itself to be a trustee for its 
relevant servants and agents of the benefit of every 
indemnity under these Conditions to the extent 
that such indemnity is expressed to be for the 
benefit of its servants and agents. 


31 Any notice by Noonans to a seller, consignor, 
prospective bidder or buyer may be given by first 
class mail or airmail and if so given shall be deemed 
to have been duly received by the addressee

all matters connected therewith shall also be 
governed by English law. Noonans hereby submits 
to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts 
and all other parties concerned hereby submit to 
the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts.

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, 
brochure, estimate, price list or other publication; 
(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot 
is knocked down by the auctioneer to the buyer; 
(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in 
respect of the lot sold together with any premium, 
Value Added Tax chargeable and additional charges 
and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in 
pounds sterling;
